ADULTERATED FOOD. 


StartlingBeyelatlonii Made by tllB A«ri- 
(oltnral Department. 


The .chemists' of the Agricultural De- 


partment at Washington have boon 
conducting an investigation in the mat- 
ter of food adulteration, with results- 
which are not calculated to add to the 
peace and internal comfort of people 
who live.by eating. It was found that 
the great amount of adulteration is 
practiced in the preparation of spices 
and condiments. Of twenty samples 
ot ground cloves examined, only two 
were pure. Tho others had been pol- 
luted by the addition of clove stems, 
allspice and husks of various kinds. Of 
eight samples of cayenne pepper, only 
one was pure. Of ton samples of' 
mustard, none were pure. Ten samples 
of allspice were examined, eight of 
which were pure. Of ten samples of 
ginger, four •wore jure. Only one out 
..of'thirteen samples of black popper was 
found to bo what it purported to be. 
Guyenno popper, blaok pepper husk* 
and mustard bulls won: iiood to glvo 
flavor and pungency, while "body" 
was supplied by ground beans nrid;; 
rice, and colored by charcoal. Tim 
report, mentions a spiles-grinder who 
manager! in the course of a few mouth*: 
toninkn use of five thousand pound*.' 
of cocoamit husks in his business. 
In 


some cases t.hc spurious nuttUT was 
found to compose two-thirds of the 
whole compound examined.

head at every step. The marshal of the 
lay rode up and urged him to quit, and 
there were cries from those behind of 
"Throw him into the river" and "Knock 
him out," but the veteran held his ground 
until the depot had been ntached, when 
he quietly disappeared in the crowd. 


When passing the office of an afternoon 


paper that had favored the extension of 
clemency to tho condemned men, cheer* 
were given all along the line, but beyond 
this there were no manifestations of feel' 
ing, and on the whole the procession wai 
oneof the most quiet and orderly that has 
ever been seen in Chicago. 


Waldheim Cemetery, where the final 


scene took place, is about eight miles from 
Chicago, almost under tho shadows of the 
Altenheini, or Oerman old people's home. 
This was tho objective point throughout 
the morning for large numbers of people 
who reached 11 by special trains, in car- 
riages or on foot, and by noon fully five 
thousand were within the Enclosure or 
scattered in the hulf mile of country lane 
between it and the depot. Thirty cars 
wore in waiting for tho funeral party, but 
even after this number had made three 
trips there were thousands upon thou- 
sands who were competed to relinquish 
their intention of taking part In the final 
ceremonies, and to remain in the city. 
Each casket was borne from the depot 
upon the shoulders of eight men, and 
the 
procession was headed 
by 
fouf 


women in deep mourning, upon whose 
shoulders rested an immense floral crown, 
with a smaller one of crape in the in 
terlor. The coffins wore placed upon a 
platform that had been erected hnmedi 
ately in front of the receiving vault, and 
the fifteen thousand spectators gathered 
around. 
Tuo shadows of evening were 


falling, and as Captain Black stepped for 
ward and raised his hand, hats were taken 
off and [a deep silence fell on the vast 
throng. The counsel for the men whose 
remains 
rested 
at his feet apoke at 


length. Be told bis hiiurers that they had 
come to do honor to the soldiers and 
martyrs of truth. They had list their 
lives in their service, and they wore num- 
horrjd with 
those that in all (history 


had 
died 
for 
the 
same 
cause. 


They believed that there were social 
conditions

this country that 
had 


wrought great injuslice to a large part ol 
the people, and with purity of soul and 
singleness of purpose they had devoted 
themselves to the cure of what they 
thought was n great and terrible wrong, 
Their hearts ached for the human race, 
and they longed to help It. They were 
kind-hearted, tender, manly, noble men. 
They loved humanity. They worshiped 
God by striving thotr utmost to benefit 
their fellow-man, and it was in this strife 
that they dolivored up their lives. They 
were not standing there by the bodies of 
felons.

was nothing disgrace 


ful 
about 
their 
death. 
They died 


for lirorty, for 
tho 
sacred right of 


untrammeled speech, fiud for humanity, 
and hia hearers should be proud that they 
had been their friends, 
In concluding 


tho speaker road a-poem written, it is 
supposed, by August Spies a few days be 
foro his death. It expressed his perfect 
willingness to die, and the hope that hia 
friends would not wonp for him. It was 
dark when Captain Black concluded. 


Tho mannnrchoir sang a funeral hymn, 


and then Ribert Koitzol, editor of D«T 
Arme Teufi'l (tho poor devil) of Detroit, 
stopped to tho front of tho five coffins. 
He spoko in German. Loud washisvoloe 
and excited was his manner. This i 
what he said: 


*'I came with tho intention to make a 


terrible accusation. Not an accusation 
against the hordo of church-goers who in 
their self-rightuousneas to-day rejoice In 
loud tones that tho flyo men whose re- 
mains wo consign to tho dust are doadj 
not against tho hangmen of this country 
who Is called sheriff by tlie brutes In 
uuman disguise who clamor for the life 
and blood of the poor; not against the 
Jury who obeyed tho mandate of these 
brutes; but against tho workingmon be- 
cause they stood calmly by whan five of 
their best men wore foully and brutally 
murdered. In the a'^onios of death these 
Ove men oxpoctud that tho henious crlmfl 
committed against them would be avenged 
in streams of blood, and they had aright 
to expect It. I.lngg, tho brave, the heroin, 
the manly, was right when ho said self- 
preservation in theso days was a crime. 
Horo In the prosuni'O (if those murd"-ed 
men swoar to it tha.t VDII will organize to 
avenge this crime, to visit it upon those 
who hato yon." "Ure swoar," came the 
• ullen growl from many. It was not pos* 
stble to Identify any one In "he darkness.

Fielden and Schwab at Jollet. 


JOLIET, HI., Nov. 18.—Out of the win- 


dows of the train, which bore Vlclden and 
Schwab to the penitentiary at Jollet, vary 
few were seen at the depots along the 
ronte and the deputies who bad the pris- 
oners iu charge experienced no difficulty 
whatever during the trip. 
The train 


reached the depot !n Jollet at half-pail 
two o'clock, and the convicted Anarchists 
were marched up the graveled route to the 
penitentiary. 


They seemed to bear up gamely, and 


each wore a bland smile when they were 
seated In the warden's office. 
Imme- 


diately after their arrival Rav. J, i. 
Walter approached them and endeavored 
to learn from 
them 
their particular 


religious creeds. 
Neither ot the men 


seemed to receive the reverend gentleman 
with 
any degree of 
friendship 
and 


answered him in a nonchalant manner. 
The conversation was of short duration, 
and a few moments after the chaplain left 
the room Warden McClaughrey nodded to 
th* prisoners and they were escorted Into 
an inner room, where they were stripped 
of their clothingxand treated to a bath. 
Fielden seemed to enjoy it and frequently 
smiled when being rubbed by the attend- 
ant. 


After the bath was over, the prisoners 


were given striped suits, which Is the garb 
of the convicts, and were told to try them 
on. They were easi'y fitted and then 
taken to the barber simp, where they were 
shorn of their long beards, and had their 
hair cut 
short. Fielden 
presented a 


melancholy look on bis face while his 
long beard was being cut off, and when 
told that every thing was completed 
sighed deeply an he looked at himself In 
a small mirror which hung in front ot 
him on the wall. 


Immediately after being shaved,Rec»iv- 


ing Officer W. P, Luke cave them their 
register numbers. 
Fielden's was 8,526 


and Schwab's 8,267. 


They were than taken to the walghlng 


and 
measuring room, where 
Fielden 


tipped the scale at 190 pounds and meas- 
ured flve feet six 
inches in height. 


Schwab weighed 180 pounds and meas- 
ured flve feet nine and one-half Inches. 
Deputy Warden Garwin here approached 
Bchwaband Flnlden and, whispering to 
them in a low tone of voice, pointed to an 
inner room, into whicli the convicted An- 
archists quickly stepped. 
The room II 


called the court solitary, in which Fielden 
and Schwab will remain until to-morrow 
morning, when they will bo assigned to 
work in the penitentiary shops. 


Warden McClnu^hriv was unable tetell 


as yet what work tho men will be as- 
ilgned to, but said tb«f whatever it may 
be it will bo eaty, mv tig to their feehla 
oondition.

After the prisoners were confined lathe

to bo Noticed.

Officials Indignant. 


BAH FRANCISCO, Nov. H.—So familiar 


has the crime of judicial bribery be- 
come In this city that new cases of it only 
attract passing" notice. Within the two 
weeks just passed two new veins of ne- 
farious practice have been 
discovered. 


One was in the United States Court, 
where James 
Harkins, charged 
with 


imuggling <3,000 worth of 
opium pro- 


cured dismissal io the case against him 
by paying $1,200 to J. F. O'Brien, United 
States commissioner, who had the case in 
hand. 
Ho was subsequently tried for 


bribery, but the Jury failed to agree on 
the second trial, however, which began 
last week. O'Brien weakened, and con- 
fessed to receiving the bribe of $1,200 
from Harkins to dismiss the smuggling 
case. O'Brien's confession resulted in the 
conviction of a worse crime than smug- 
gling. 


Simultaneously with this execrable dis- 


closure tt*:-e was filed- a charge o( jury 
bribing against ex-Superior Court Clerk 
Edward O'Connor, who is now an under 
sheriff. The charge is made by C. E. Kinard, 
who was one of the talesmen called where- 
in the briberyis alleged to have taken olace. 
The suit was that of Martin e White vs. 
Merrittet al., to recover damages, for mis- 
management of a mine in which the par- 
ties to the suit were interested. Tlie brib- 
ing is alleged to have bien done on behalf 
of the det'endouts. 
The matter is now 


under Investigation bv the grand Jury. 
Kinard has mails an affliii-.vit that O'Con- 
nor had written him a letter offering him 
$300 if he would vote for the defendants in 
the case. Ke was selected as one of the 
Jurors. When O'Conner was questioned 
he appeared vory Indignant and de- 
nounced the charge as a malicious scheme 
to ruin bis reputation. 
Hesavs that he 


was not acquainted with Kinard, but had 
mads inquiries concertiing 
him 
and 


learned that he was a black-mailer. 
O'Conner is one of Ross Buckley's pets. 


Robert F. Morrow, who had had one 


trial on the charge of jury bribing, and 
whose second trial was llxed for Monday, 
has come forward with an application for 
a change of venue. He filed numerous 
affidavits 
to support 
his application. 


While the motion was on hearing it was 
learned that many of those who had 
made alleged affidavit!! had been asked to 
lign documents and did 90, but not under 
oath, and 
without reading tliem. 
A 


further hearing of tho matter will take 
place to-morrow. 
Under the 
ciroum- 


stances it will be a great surprise if the 
court allows a change of venue. 


Mrs. Clara Belle McDonald, wife of R. 


H. McDonald Jr., vice-president of tho 
Pacific Bank, is hohind the bars charged 
by her father-in-law with having forged 
his name as indorsement of twenty-five 
shares of Central Pacific railroad stock 
and sold them to Senator Stanford.

RATTLESNAKES. 


What Old Simon Kent Knows 


About Them. 


Friends of III», But Not to Be Trustelt-Hli 


Eleven-Year-Old Vet— What They Will 


Kat tiud the Fatality of 


Tholr Bite. 


"Yes," s.iicl Simon Kent, tlic "rattle- 


snake king" (if Clinton County, whose 
home is near the headquarters of 
Paddy's Kuii, in this township, "I 
think I know n fcnv things about rat- 
tlesnakes. 1 ought to. I've lived next 
door ncifrliboi-to them for forty years. 
Thuy'ru friends of mine, but I wouldn't 
trust one of thorn :i single second if he 
was in reai'h of me." 


Kent and a .sixteen-year-old son live 


ulone in the woods. Thu father is a 
man of intelligence, but spends mostof 
his time in capturing 
rattlesnakes, 


which are abundant in his locality. 
He has sometimes as many as two 
hundred of these venomous reptiles in 
captivity at one time. lie supplies 
side-shows anil museums with live rat- 
tlers, and ho lias quite a trade in tannei 
rattlesnake skins, which are used ex- 
tensively by manufacturers of fancy 
articles. 
He also sells large quantities 


of rattlesnake oil, faith in its ellieacy as 
a liniment being general throughou 
this part of Pennsylvania. 


"I've got a rattlesnake at homo,' 


continued the rattleMiake king, "that! 
have had for eleven years. 
I ruisci 


him from the time he, was three inches 
long, and I think the world of him, bu 
he'h got his fangs in, and i know tha 
he would just as leave sock them into 
me as into any thing else. I call him 
Nicodemns. 
1 have learned a gooc 


deal about rattlesnakes in my long ex- 
perience with them, but I have dis- 
covered more 
things 
about them 


through Nieodemus than in any othei 
way. 
Among other things, I have 


found that the rattlcsmiku changes its 
skin twice a year—in July and Septem- 
ber—and that if they can'tget to watei 
while they'll! shedding their skin it 
will come oil'slowly and in pieces, in- 
stead of peeling off in one whole piece 
from head to tail. But I've nevei 
caught onto just how they get the skin 
off. 
I've gone to bed at night and left 


Nicodomus without his showing any 
more sign of peeling himself than-it 
'he'd been a stick of wood, but in the 
morning his old clothes would bo lying 
in one corner of the cage, and he would 
be as bright as an old-fashioned patch- 
work quilt in his new ones. 


"It is tho general impression that 


when a rattlesnake is shedding his skin 
lie gets blind. There is no mistake 
that his eyes do get covered with a 
lihn at that time, but jiibt put a mouse 
in nis cage and see how quick he'll coil 
up and .send for it, and hit it in the 
neck every time. 
A rattlesnake al- 


ways strikes for the neck, and ho al- 
ways Mrikes hi.s pr< y before he eats it; 
but you may till his c:ige with rats, or 
mice, or frogs, or any tiling else he 
likes, and he'll never touch one of them 
unless he's hungry. lie kills only 
enough for one meal, and when that is 
swallowed any tiling and every thing 
that's left can crawl over him, jump on 
him and tumble him around as much 
as it pleases and he'll never say'boo.' 
The rattlesnake is not a wanton de- 
stroyer, nor is he a glutton. Two 
iniee will make him an ample meal, 
had my put rattlesnake ten months be- 
fore he ate a mouthful or drank a drop 
of any thing. 
A raltle.-nake has been 


known to remain fourleou months in 
captivity without oaling or drinking, 
nnd llicn nil of a sudden begin to find 
his appetite. When i put Nicodemus 
in his cage at the age of ten months I 
put a young dove in with him. Now 
Uiere isn't any thing on the earth or in 
the air that a rattlesnake won't kill and 
cat if he's hungry, and—" 


"Kxccpt bats, pop," interrupted the

gether. Sometimes the bird being 
perched on the snake, and 
some-, 


times 
wrapped 
up 
in 
its coils. 


At 
the 
same 
time 
the 
snake 


was 
killing 
birds, 
mice, 
young 


rabbits and other things right along, as 
its appetite called for. 
One day the 


dove got its head through one of the 
meshes in the woven wire of the cage, 
and before it was discovered the poor 
bird was choked to death like a pheas- 
ant in a snare. I got another one so 
nearly like the dead dove that no one 
could have told 'em apart. When 
Nicodemus was asleep I put the bird 
in his cage. Tho snake woke up along 
in the afternoon. 
He' had hardly got 


his eyes open vhen he sprang at the 
dove like a flash of lightning and made 
his supper off of her. 
He knew she 


wasn't his old friend that died. 


"There is no telling how long an 


animal will live after being struck by 
a rattlesnake, and it may not die at all. 
I have known a rat to die within six 
minutes after Nicodemus set its fangs 
in its neck, nnd have known one, 
again, to live more than a day aftei 
being struck. I turned a little bantam 
hen into Nicodemus' cage one day,' 
and when he stuuck her it made 
her so mad that 
she 
drove him 


into a corner bleeding like a stuck pig. 
I was afraid this excited little fowl 
would kill him, and I took her out as 
soon as I could. 
She keeled over an 


hour afterwards, and I supposed, of 
course, she was done for, with all that 
ratlesnake poison in her, but she lived 
three clays in a stupor and then gradu- 
ally got well. That was tho only in- 
stance I ever knew of any thing re- 
covering from the bite of a rattlesnake 
without being treated for tho poison- 
ing." 


"Except hogs, pop," interjected the 


rattlesnake king's son onco more. 


"Oh, yes, except hogs," replied the 


father. 
"Lord! yes. 
Hogs don'tmind 


rattlesnakes any more than I mind 
flies. I had an old sow once—do you 
mind old Jennie, Bob?"—that was a 
regular terror to rattlesnakes. 
She 


could find the trail of one as surely as 
a hound can find the deer's track, and 
she'd follow that trail till she came up 
with the snako that made it, .and then 
the 
rattler 
was 
her 
meat. 
She 


didn't seem to care for any other kind 
of snako, but she'd hunt rattlers from 
the beginning of tho season till the 
end. 
If I could have taught that pig 


to retrieve she'd have been worth a 
good deal to me, for the number of 
snakes she'd have brought in during 
the season would have been immense; 
but she wasn't on tho retrieve. She 
was hunting for her own accommoda- 
tion, and ate every snako sho caught, 
leaving only tho head. I used to find 
so many rattlesnake heads on my tours 
through tho woods that it began to 
dawn on me that my old sow was 
working dead against mo by destroy- 
*ing the snako crop, and I was finally 


forced to kill her for my own protec- 
tion. 


"I have tried the oll'oct of Nicode- 


mtis' bite on many diiVeront animals 
and birds, and with the exception of 
the bantam and a cur dog thnt I ex- 
perimented on, everyone of them died, 
some very soon after being bitten, and 
some not until three or four days had 
passed. I am sorry to say that Nieo- 
dtmus has a record of one man, too, 
on his list of victims. As a, general 
thing, I do riot believe that Ihe bite of 
a rattlesnake will result fatally to hu- 
man beings, but it did in this case. 
The man's name was Flint, and it was 
all his own fault that ho was bitten. 
He was one of those over-conragoous, 
smart fellows, who think they can do 
any thing. 
He was at my place one 


day and got, to teasing the snako. Fi- 
nally ho poked his linger through one 
of the meshes of the wire at Nicode- 
tnus. 
When a rattlesnake strikes it 


never misses its mark if what it strikes 
at is within reach. There is no move- 
ment in the world quicker than a rat- 
tlesnake's strike. Tho snake struck at 
Flint's linger and, of course, hit it. In 
two hours tho man was dead, I hadn't 
a drop of whisk}' in the house, and be- 
fore it was possible to send and get 
some Flint was dead. 


"A human being seems to be the only 


creature that sufl'crs'pain from a rattle- 
snake's bite. 
Every other living thing 


that I ever saw billon, by a rattlesnake 
seemed to act as if it had been chloro- 
formed. 
You can hardly see where a 


snake's fangs enter the ilesh and not a 
drop of blood Hows from the wound. 
Inflammation sets in at once; the breath 
begins to come hard and short. In ani- 
mals paralysis soon occurs in the hind 
parts. The blood loaves the extremi- 
ties and becomes thin. Tho he art of any 
animal that dies from rattlesnake poi. 
son will always be found filled with 
blood in a thin fluid state instead of be- 
ing coagulated. 


"I am a fir in believer in whisky as an 


antidote for rattlesnake poisoning. I 
have known seven different cases oi 
persons being bitten by rattlers where 
whisky was adminUtered promptly and 
liberally, and not one was fatal. 
Be 


sides the ease of the man whom my 
snake killed I know of two others 
where the victims died. They were 
both treated by doctors, but whisky 
was not used in either case. 


"Whoa any one tells you that a 


snake's age can be told by the number 
of its rattles, don't believe it. I've 
caught snakes two feet long that had 
more rattles than others tMice theii 
size. 
My pet rattlesnake is eleven 


years old, and he has fourteen as nic« 
rattles as any sn.ikc fancier ever saw, 
besides a beauty of a button at the end 
of 'em. It's a very rare case, too, 
where a rattlesnake gets to be more 
than, four feet long in this latitude."— 
jV. Y, Times.

Lamar sent a long letter to Commissioner 
Sparks of the General Land Office, reply- 
Ing very sharply to acommunicaticmfrom 
tlie commissioner relative to the adjust- 
ment of the CMcaso, St. Paul & Min- 
neapolis and Omaha railroad land grants, 
and informing the commissioner in con- 
clusion that either he or the secretary 
must forthwith retire from the depart 
ment. Secretary Lamar opens his latter 
by saying: 


Sin—I have just Deceived a communlcatloa 


bearing this date (changed by erasure and In- 
terpolation from a previous date) addressed to 
me by you, and will try to answer it at onoe, as 
tlie matter to which, it relates has already 
been unnecessarily 
delayed 
too 
long. 


Fortunately I will be able to do this more 
conveniently because every point submitted 
has been the subject of reconsideration, having 
been presented through the columns of the 
press whose enterprises put them In posses- 
sion or these points before I was apprised that 
the decision referred to in your letter had ln< 
curred your disapproval find met with your dis- 
pleasure. 
I have neither the disposition to 


enter upon a discussion with a subordinate, 
nor to engage with him, at his Instance, in a 
gladiatorial combat; especially »o in a matter 
in which he has received my-carefully-matured 
instructions, n matter of piessing importance 
of my public duties.
